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History of Longest 
Bridge In Brief 


A little of the history and some of 


the records of engineering achieve- 
ments are outlined by Arthur Batty, 
president of the San Francisco Bay 
Toll Bridge Company, in a statement 
issued in connection with the opening 
of this world’s longest span. Hsi state- 
ment follows: 

“The San Francisco Bay Toll Bridge 
Company was incorporated in 1927. It 
operates under a 50-year franchise 
granted by the County of San Mateo 
in September 1927. Construction began 
in December 16, 1927. The contract 
with the Raymond Concrete Pile Co., 
general contractors, provided for the 
completion of the structure on June 16, 
1929. The completed bridge, however, is 
te be accepted March 2, 106 days ahead 
of schedule. 

“Many engineering problems were in- 
volved in the project. A manufacturing 
plant was provided in Alameda to 
manfacture reinformed concrete piles, 
deck slabs, railings and curbs, all of 
which was floated to the bridge site. A 
special drievr, capable of driving four 
concrete piles at one time was used for 
the first time on the Pacific Coast in 
driving the piles. Except for the steel 
spans over the deep wazer channel, the 
bridge is a monolithic structure. Dur- 
ing the construction period, the bridge 
was under construction in ten different 
sections and upon closing there was 
only a variation of seven eighths of an 
inch in the 7.1 mile structure. The 
structure was specially designed for the 
purpose of engineers of the Raymond 
Concrete Pile Co., general contractors. 
A. W. Deuel, C. E., was chief engineer 
for the bridge company. 

“The cost of this longest bridge in 
the world was about $7,500,000. It was 
financed by the issuance of first mort- 
gage bonds, debenture bonds, preferred 
stock and common stock. The bridge 
plans were approved for the bankers

“The deck of the bridge is 30 feet 
wide, and 27 feet from curb to curb 
with a four and one half foot reinforc- 
ed railing on each side. The deep water 
channel is crossed by five steel spans 
resting on reinforced concrete piers, 
four of the spans being 300 feet long 
and the center of lift span 303 feet 
long. The approaches approximating 5 
miles in length, are 30 feet wide, en- 
closed in modern highway fencing. The 
approaches and entire bridge structure 
are lighted throughout with the most 
modern street lighting units of 400 c. 
p. each. The toll gate nouse, situated 
near the western bridge head, is equip- 
ped with every modern devise for the 
expeditious handling of traffic, pro- 
viding tight traffic lanes, two of which 
are provided with recording scales. Gas 
stations and restaurant have been pro- 
vided near the toll gate for the con- 
venience of the traevling public.”
